Oh Dulcimer Where Art Thou con- 
sists of fourteen traditional tunes, both 
secular and sacred. Michael’s Shull’s 
dulcimer playing is superb as usual and 
he features an excellent cast of backup 
musicians in a program of material that 
might easily be dismissed as certified 
“warhorses.” He does some great things 
with old tunes such as Old Joe Clark. 
The addition of some sparkling 
clawhammer banjo by Doug Trantham 
and the bluesy fiddle and mandolin of 
Mark Barnett, Andy Zabinski, and Tom 
Atkinson add to this enjoyable set; proof 
positive that the old tunes are some- 
times the best tunes. The medley of 
“Leaning on the Everlasting Arms” and 
“Highways and Hedges” caught my ear 
in particular, as did the subtle twist on 
the usual chord progression on “I Come 
to the Garden” (a.k.a. “In the Garden”).

Musical Reviews 


Michael’s recordings are always good 
and this is no exception. 


The Blackest Crow is filled with 
great songs imaginatively arranged and 
superbly rendered by two fine musi- 
cians. Aubrey Atwater plays dulcimer on 
three of the twelve cuts, but these three 
are worth the price of the CD even if 
that’s your only measure of merit. Both 
play guitar; Aubrey plays wonderful old- 
time banjo, mandolin, and tin whistle; 
and Elwood Donnelly is an expert per- 
cussionist and harmonica player. The 
vocals are heartfelt and the harmonies 
are gorgeous. The songs concern themes 
that range from the workaday life of 
your average cowboy (Song of the Cow- 
boys) to Aubrey’s reaction to 9-11 
(Quiet Sky). Her version of Single Girl, 
Married Girl is perhaps my favorite cut, 
but it is difficult to choose favorites. 
Other songs include The Road to Dum- 
leman, Soldier’s Round, One Day I Will, 
She Sits at Her Loom, Sweet Fern, and 
Fare Thee Well.

Joshua Messick is the 2003 National 
Hammered Dulcimer champion and a 
fine musician whose tender years belie a 
great musical maturity. Stillness is a 
work of great sensitivity and is filled with 
wonderful arrangements of timeless and 
beautiful tunes. The marriage of Joshua’s 
dulcimer with cello, guitar, flute, clarinet, 
piccolo, bassoon, French horn, penny- 
whistle, bass, and various percussion and 
keyboard stylings gives the production a 
rich feel. The tunes include Beauty and 
the Beast, Faith (a medley of Mozart’s 
Sonata in C Major and the traditional 
hymn, My Faith Looks Up to Thee), 
Down by the Sally Gardens/Danny Boy, 
Fur Elise, Stillness, In Dreams (from the 
Lord of the Rings), and Moonlight 
Sonata. This is a good one! 


Trio is an absolute delight! Linda 
Thomas’s hammered dulcimer and 
Dan DeLancey’s guitar blend together 
seamlessly on a great selection of contem- 
porary and traditional tunes. Linda is a 
tasteful dulcimer player and Dan is an 


excellent guitar player. The combined 
sound is so very smooth that one tends to 
forget just how difficult some of these 
tunes are to play on any instrument. Scott 
Tichenor adds some stellar mandolin licks 
and Ronnie DeLancey shines on bass 
throughout. Don Pedi joins them on 
mountain dulcimer for a rollicking ver- 
sion of Jerusalem Ridge. This CD mixes 
hot instrumental tunes with great songs 
with Dan singing lead and Linda harmo- 
nizing and playing keyboard accompani- 
ment. Selections include Cold Frosty 
Morn, Send Me Your Address from 
Heaven, Jenny’s Waltz, Lost River, and 
President Garfield’s Hornpipe. 


Many of you know Curt Osgood as 
one of the organizers of the Cranberry 
Dulcimer Gathering. He’s also a really 
hot hammered dulcimer player who 
specializes in great dance tunes with a 
New England flavor. On Newfield 
Sessions he gets excellent support from 
veteran fiddler John Kirk and Jane 
Knoeck on piano. This is a set of wonder- 
ful dance tunes played with great skill and 
boundless enthusiasm by three talented 
musicians. These tunes were recorded in 
one session in Newfield, near Ithaca, New 
York—hence the album’s title—and rep- 
resent some of Curt’s favorite jam tunes 
learned over thirty years of playing. The 
arrangements are superb and allow each 
musician to stretch. Curt’s dulcimer play- 
ing is clear and precise and the interac- 
tion between the fiddle and hammered 
dulcimer is remarkable. Jane’s contra- 
style piano accompaniment is perfect for 
the occasion and you will be looking for 
the nearest dance partner within seconds 
of hearing the first notes of Aunt Mary’s 
Canadian Jig. Other selections include 
Bare Necessities, The Curvy Road to 
Corinth/Indian Point/Pigeon on the Gate, 
and North Carolina Breakdown. 


Peggy Carter is a fine hammered dul- 
cimer player who, along with husband 
Chuck, runs Houston’s SAMFest. Coinci- 
dently, she is also Josh Messick’s dul- 
cimer teacher [see review of Stillness in 
this issue]. Peggy’s latest release, A 
Touch Of Christmas Around The 
World, features holiday standards com- 
bined with rarely-heard tunes from the 


Christmas traditions of many world cul- 
tures. She is joined by Beverly Allison on 
flute. The combination of flute and ham- 
mered dulcimer is appropriate for this 
music and the holiday spirit is palpable. 1 
was particularly taken with their arrange- 
ment of Jingle Bells, which breathes new 
life into this song. The entire album is 
packed with enchanting holiday sounds, 
including O Holy Night, What Child Is 
This, Christmas Ice Stars, Ding Dong 
Merrily on High, Un Flambeau Jeanette 
Isabella, and Noel Nouvelet. €

Dona Hobis Pacem/America 


An arrangement by Donna Missigman 
Laporte, Pennsylvania 


ith a reflective feeling in mind I set 
| out to combine a timeless, simply 
stated plea for peace with one of 
our favorite patriotic pieces. The 
result is the following arrangement of 
“Dona Nobis Pacem” and “America”. 

The literal translation of “Dona Nobis 
Pacem” is “Grant Us Peace.” The 24-bar 
tune is of unknown origin and has been 
printed in countless 4-H and Camp Song- 
books as well as in many hymnals. The 
title is the entire lyric for the song. This 
makes it user friendly even for groups of 
people who may or may not think they’re 
singers. In many settings it is presented as 
a three-part round or canon with the 
round beginning at each eight measure 
phrase. 

“America” by Samuel A. Ward, with 
words by Katharine Lee Bates, is a 
favorite patriotic hymn. The melodic line 
stands equally well not only as a rousing 
rendition by a military band with a hun- 
dred-voice chorus, but also as an instru- 
mental piece with an entirely different 
contemplative feeling. The two pieces 
combined present an ageless hope for 
peace and an offering of national pride. 

In this arrangement the first eight bars 
are presented in the upper octave, almost 
as an introduction rather than part of the 
body of the piece. This is a nice place to 
pluck the strings rather than use ham- 
mers. If you choose to pluck the strings 
you'll want to omit the full chords in the 
Sth and 6th measures and pluck only the 


outside two pitches of each chord instead. 


Hold the hammers in three fingers of 
your hand while plucking with the index 
finger. The dotted half note at the end of 
the 8th measure gives you plenty of time 
to get hammers into position before con- 
tinuing with the rest of the piece. 

The last note of measure 24 is actually 
the pick-up note or first note of “Ameri- 
ca.” No ritard or slowing of tempo is indi- 
cated because the second piece in the set 
is slightly faster than the first, so a ritard 


would be contradictory. The change of 
meter is very simple if the tune is familiar 
to you, and should flow naturally from 
the meter of 3/4 for “Dona Nobis Pacem” 
to a meter of 4/4 for “America.” 

In measure 37 this arrangement 
returns to the upper octave where it 
began. I’ve also doubled the note values 
in measures 40 and 41. This is an easy 
way for your audience to know that the 
song is winding down before it returns to 
the 3-beat meter and upper octave where 
it began. 

Depending on the setting and the 
amount of musical time to fill I some- 
times play “America” a second time 
through, probably raising the tune to the 
upper octave. 

The upper octave is not written out 
here but shouldn’t be too difficult to play. 
You'll want to omit the extended note 
values in measures 40 and 41 and return 
them to their original quarter note 
length. Also omit the return to the meter 
of 3 and the “Dona Nobis Pacem” coda 
ending printed here. The last change, if 
you want to repeat the tune, is to omit 
measures 38 and 39, except for the last 
note of measure 39. If that sounds con- 
fusing, and you’re familiar with the song, 
it may be easier for you to use your ears 
and play what you know. After you’ve 
repeated “America” then re-insert the 
extended note values in measures 40 and 
41, and include the return to “Dona 
Nobis Pacem” for the last 4 bars. 

Be careful not to let the tempo drag. 
As reflective as the music is, it’s also 
meant to be uplifting. Peace.

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Folk Instruments at Dixie Flementary School 


By Johnny Ray 


t has been nearly ten years since 

I began playing the mountain 

dulcimer and using it in my music 

classes at Dixie Elementary 
School in Tyler, Texas. I found the 
mountain dulcimer to be the perfect 
instrument for accompanying children’s 
voices as it was soft and didn’t drown 
out their singing like the piano I was 
accustomed to using. It also allowed me 
to sit among my students rather than 
having the barrier of the piano between 
us. 

The students were captivated by the 
sound of the dulcimer. I decided they 
needed to learn to play this instrument 
and wrote a grant proposal to fund the 
purchase of sixteen cardboard dulcimer 
kits. We began the mountain dulcimer

program at Dixie in the fall of 1996. 
After teaching a dulcimer unit to all of 
my fourth and fifth grade students, we 
held auditions for those who wanted to 
be in a dulcimer ensemble and we soon 
had a nice group assembled. 

Our program increased the following 
year to include a fifth grade advanced 
ensemble of students who had already 
spent one year in the fourth grade 
beginning ensemble. It wasn’t long 
before we began receiving invitations to 
perform for various events around our 
city. 

We accepted as many performance 
invitations as we could handle and 
caught the attention of our local news- 
paper and television news stations. 
Before long our dulcimer program had 
become an excellent public relations 
tool for our school. With this came the

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benefit of added support from the 
school administration and from the 
educational foundation that funded the 
original grant proposal. 

In the spring of 1999 we held the first 
Dixie Elementary Mountain Dulcimer 
Festival, which has become an annual 
event attracting over one-hundred ele- 
mentary-aged dulcimer players and 
their teachers. We have been blessed to 
have several nationally-known dulcimer 
teachers who volunteer their time to 
teach at our day-long festival. Activities 
include morning workshops, a pizza 
lunch, and an afternoon of jam sessions 
and concerts. 

By the fall of 1999 we expanded our 
program to include guitar. The follow- 
ing year we partnered with a local 
middle school to obtain seventeen 
McSpadden walnut dulcimer kits. An 
industrial arts class at the middle school 
assembled the dulcimers, and they then 
became part of our program. 

In 2001 we added autoharps to our 
folk music program following a similar 
curriculum and format to the one we 
developed with the mountain dul- 
cimers. Not only did I want my students 
to learn to play these instruments, I 
wanted them to experience playing in a 
mixed ensemble. 

In 2002 we formed a folk orchestra 
consisting of mountain dulcimers, gui- 
tars, autoharps, a limber jack and a 
string bass. I add hammer dulcimer to

the mix. We have a folk choir which 
sings and dances to the tunes played by 
the folk orchestra. Through additional 
grant funding we will be adding eight 
Rick Thum hammer dulcimers to our 
program in the fall of 2004. 

We perform many times each year 
with nursing homes being one of our 
favorite venues. At the nursing home 
concerts, we involve the audience as 
much as possible. Dulcimer and auto- 
harp players place their instruments on 
the lap or on the wheel chair of a resi- 
dent and the students give mini-lessons 
to the people who have just heard us 
play. It is great to see the smiles on the 
faces of these folks as my elementary 
students share the joy of playing an 
instrument with them. 


DPN has featured schools and their 
dulcimer building and playing programs in 
articles throughout the years. Now we hear 
of many more individuals and events that 
involve students from early childhood 
through high school. Johnny Ray has 
graciously agreed to help us recognize 
these young people. Please contact him— 
or us—with suggestions and sources. We 
welcome Johnny to our family of DPN 
columnists!

| dulcimer nearly fifteen years ago but waited two years 

to purchase one. There were too many instruments that 

no one could play hanging around the house gathering 
dust. Also, Len was told in high school that he was tone deaf!

Foothills Dulcimer Association (NGFDA) where Bill Buffin- 
gton, the president and founder, showed them the basics and 
assured them they really could play a tune.

The usual response from local music stores when asked for 
dulcimer strings, books or accessories was, “A what?” After 
too many such encounters, the Corleys decided to carry 
strings themselves as a convenience for friends and fellow 
dulcimer players. Books and instruments were soon added to 
the stock of strings—and Hearth and Fire Folk Music was 
officially begun. Hearth and Fire represented anywhere from 
five to seven builders, carrying an inventory of fifteen to 
twenty instruments. Customers were welcome to spend as 
much time as they liked playing each instrument to select the 
one that was just right for them. The Corley’s designed and 
built a light-weight folding music stand with pockets for 
accessories. Pat also designed a rubber dulcimer stamp and 
embroiders dulcimers and other designs on straps. 

Len and Pat play for many community functions—outdoor 
festivals, campgrounds, home tours, weddings and receptions. 
In 1993, a friend of Pat’s mother heard them play and begged 
Pat, “Please teach me how!” Word spread and from there her 
number of students has grown. She has taught classes through 
the Alpharetta Historical Society, the City of Roswell, the 
City of Alpharetta, Seniors Enriched Living, State Parks, 
Elderhostel and the Roswell Story Telling Festival. Pat says it 
is such a joy to see the thrill in people’s eyes when they play 
their first tunes and continue on with new discoveries and 
accomplishments. 

The Corleys have been active in the NGFDA, attending

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the Fall Festival and Spring Thing almost every year. Through 
the club Len became reacquainted with two of his high school 
teachers who took up the dulcimer after retiring. Pat and Len 
have seen the NGFDA grow from ten members to over three 
hundred. 

Len retired after twenty years at Lockheed Martin as a 
machinist in January 2000, and they decided to change their 
focus. They now concentrate on teaching and working with 
public and home schools. The Corleys designed a wooden 
dulcimer kit which is laser cut and can be assembled in two to 
three hours. They go to schools and provide the materials and 
instruction for the students to assemble their own dulcimers. 
The school music teachers instruct the students throughout 
the year on how to play. The same is done at State Parks and 
Elderhostels for either weekend or week-long sessions where 
Pat and Len provide several hours of playing instruction 
after the instruments are completed. They enjoy seeing the 
heritage of both the instrument and its music carried on, 
especially through the younger generation.

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come from a musical family. My 

mother and father were always 

involved in choirs and local cho- 

ruses and singing at home was a 
way of life. At the age of one-year, I was 
singing the tune to “Ah, Sweet Mystery 
of Life,” which my mother liked to play 
on the Victrola. I was singing in min- 
strel shows and church socials at age 
five. 

I have been a folk musician since 
1940, when, in the fifth grade, another 
student, Charles Emerick, and I teamed 
up to play guitars and to form our duo, 
the Hartland Harmony Boys. After high 
school, where I was known as 
“Whistler,” I went to Yale University, 
and sang bass in the glee club under the 
direction of Marshall Bartholomew. 

At the Columbia Graduate School of 
Library Service I played guitar and 
called square dances for the students. 
About 1950 I adopted the name The 
Connecticut Peddler, having been born 
in Connecticut, and used the 1841 

folk song as my theme. But instead 

of “needles and pins and seeds of all 
variety” I peddled songs and tunes out 
of my collection of several hundred. 

In graduate school I married 
Dorothy Hinz, a librarian. I worked at 
the New York Public Library for five 
years and then moved to Huntington, 
Long Island where I was Director of the 
Huntington Public Library. In 1974 I 
became Director of the Clinton-Essex- 
Franklin Library System in Plattsburgh, 
New York, and we became acquainted 
with Lake Champlain and the Adiron- 
dacks. Sadly, Dorothy died of cancer in 
1979 after twenty-six years of married 
life. Music helped my grief a lot. The 
next year I met my wife Christina, a 
medical librarian. 

I first became acquainted with the 
hammered dulcimer in 1980 when I 
borrowed a 12/11 hammered dulcimer 
made by a local folk musician, Rod 
Driscoll. I worked all weekend trying to 
play some tunes. After that weekend I 
ordered one from Rod, an accom- 
plished woodworker as well as a fine 
musician. 

My first opportunity for hammered 
dulcimer lessons came in 1981 when the 
North Country Community College in 


Saranac Lake, New York, offered a 
week long folk music workshop. I took 
hammered dulcimer lessons from Paul 
Van Arsdale. Mitzi Collins, from 
Rochester, was also in the class and 
amazed us by transcribing all of Paul’s 
tunes overnight so that we had written 
music the next day. We learned to play 
Paul’s favorite tunes, such as “Rippling 
Waters Jig,” “Dulcimer Reel,” “Two 
Horse Race,” and “Peekaboo Waltz.” 

I began composing in 1964 and have 
created about fifty songs and tunes. I’m 
interested in folklore and I sit on the 
Boards of the New York Folklore Soci- 
ety and Traditional Arts in Upstate New 
York. My song about “Champ, the Lake 
Champlain Monster” is popular with 
school children while my song about the 
closing of “The Ironville Mine” is part 
of the permanent mining exhibit at the 
Adirondack Museum in Blue Mountain 
Lake, New York. After the disastrous 
ice storm in the Plattsburgh area in 
1998, when ice was two and three inches 
thick on branches and many of us 
lacked electricity anywhere from one to 
three weeks, I composed “Ice Storm of 
1998” which was played on the local 
radio station. Many calls came into the 
station requesting a copy so another 
musician and I duplicated and sold 801 
cassettes of the song, donating all of the 
profits to the local Red Cross Disaster 
Relief Fund. 

After 1980, I incorporated the ham- 
mered dulcimer into my regular folk 
music playing and established a series 
of hammered dulcimer workshops 
through our library system to which all 
local musicians were invited. Our first 
teacher, John McCutcheon, taught us 
“Backside Albany,” which he had found 
in an old fiddle book. Later I learned 
that this tune was a song about the Bat- 
tle of Plattsburgh, which took place on 
September 11, 1814. 

In 1985 I attended a weekend of 
hammered dulcimer lessons at the 
Northeast Dulcimer Symposium (NDS) 
in Blue Mountain Lake, New York, 
organized by Barb Truex and Chris 
White. The weekend became a week- 
long event held at the end of June each 
year and is now coordinated by David 
Moore. At the end of each NDS we

gather on the shores of Blue Mountain 
Lake to discuss the broad topic of dul- 

cimers and folk music. I have attended 

for many years and have had rewarding 
lessons from a variety of teachers. 

One year NDS had a surprise for me. 
As we gathered for our initial session 
and were introducing ourselves, it was 
noted that I had been attending for six- 
teen years. David Moore presented me 
with a bright yellow tee shirt with the 
music to “Stan Ransom’s Hornpipe,” a 
tune Ken Kolodner had written in 
honor of the occasion. All of the stu- 
dents received the tee shirt—and we 
had a new tune to learn. By the next 
Symposium I had composed “Ken 
Kolodner’s Hornpipe.” Blessed is the 
warm company of hammered dulcimer 
players! 

In 1988, my brother-in-law, Kenneth 
Butler, a cabinet maker from my former 
home town of West Hartland, Connecti- 
cut, made me a large hammered dul- 
cimer of curley maple with walnut inlay. 
It gives a beautiful sound and became 
my main instrument. About 1990 Mitzi 
Collins mentioned that she had a Ran- 
som hammered dulcimer for sale, which 
I quickly purchased. It was made 
around 1856 by Henry Ransom, a 
cousin of my great-grandfather’s who 
lived in Sherman and in Nunda, New 
York. According to Paul M. Gifford’s 
The Hammered Dulcimer; a History 
(Scarecrow Press, 2001, p. 255): “Many 
thousand had been manufactured by 
Ransom and sold by him and his 
agents.” He made hammered dulcimers 
in the rectangular box style from about 
1855 to 1863, when he died. Kenneth 
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Butler refinished my Ransom dulcimer 
which has a mellow pine top with a bou- 
quet of red roses across the center. 

I’m not the only hammered dulcimer 
player in the family. My brother-in-law 
made a number of dulcimers for other 
family members. The second weekend 
in July my wife and I make a pilgrimage 
to Hartland and play music and have a 
family reunion. My brother plays five- 
string banjo and others play stand up 
bass, guitar and autoharp. 

In 1985 I acquired for $60 a pine 
board rectangular dulcimer circa 1840, 
with three strings to the treble course 
and two to the bass. It had belonged to 
a local family, where tradition told that 
a black woman from the south came up 
to Keeseville, New York, each summer 
on her way to visit relatives in Canada. 
She’d stop for several days at the Gor- 
don Johnson residence to play gospel 
tunes for the family and the community. 

A second old dulcimer was pur- 
chased at auction for $20 a few years 
later. It was obviously manufactured 
with finished and painted top and sides 
and was made around 1900. It was 
owned by Mrs. Jessie Case of Peru, New 
York, who still chopped her own fire- 
wood at age 93. She plucked her dul- 
cimer and sang with the music. 

Both of these old, local dulcimers 
have been presented to the Clinton 
County Historical Museum in Platts- 
burgh. 

My love of old stringed instruments 
has resulted in a collection of some 
forty-two of them, including autoharps, 
bowed psalteries, violins, mountain 
dulcimers, ukelins, banjos, guitars,

tamburas, nangas, corahs, sitars, man- 
dolins and balalaikas. I give demonstra- 
tions at the local grade schools and 
enjoy playing on some of them in my 
recordings. 

I perform locally at coffeehouses, 
schools, libraries, nursing homes and 
handicapped homes, often teaming with 
a French-Canadian fiddler, Victor 
Bourdon. The past two years I have 
been performing Lake Champlain songs 
the first weekend in August at the 
Champlain Valley Folk Festival in 
Vermont and also at the Battle of 
Plattsburgh Celebration in September. 

Deciding that I needed a new ham- 
mered dulcimer, I contacted James 
Jones of Bedford, Virginia. In Novem- 
ber, 2002 my second knee was replaced. 
After six days in the hospital and three 
days at home my dulcimer arrived. 
Hanging on to my walker I tuned the 
eighty strings and played this beautiful 
instrument. The notes soared to heaven, 
and so did my spirits. That December I 
made my debut with the new dulcimer, 
sitting and playing for four hours to 
entertain parents and students of 
Northern Lights Waldorf School in 
Wilmington, New York. 

My advice to beginning players is to 
visit hospitals and nursing homes, 
where they are eager for entertainment. 
People appreciate the music and you 
have a chance to perform for a recep- 
tive audience. 

I am hoping to make at least three 
more recordings, one of which will be a 
hammered dulcimer instrumental. I 
love the sound of the hammered dul- 
cimer, especially as it blends with gui- 
tar, autoharp and other instruments. 
Adding my tag to the Shakespeare 
quote, I say “If music be the food of 
love, play on the hammered dulcimer!” 
Now seventy-six years old, I appreciate 
even more how music—especially the 
hammered dulcimer—has enriched my 
life. May it be so for you!

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Over the River to Feed My Sheep: 


A Lesson for Intermediate Mountain Dulcimer Players

Foster, Rhode Island 
ince the early nineties, I’ve had the great privilege of 
_\ spending time with Jean Ritchie. The most regular 

J activity has been in Eastern Kentucky, where about a 

hundred of us gather every June for the Hindman 

Settlement School’s Appalachian Family Folk Week. I have 
heard Jean sing “Over the River to Feed My Sheep” many 
times, either by herself or with friends and relatives. It is is an 
excellent example of a song played in the old style on the 
dulcimer—in a lesser-used Dorian tuning, played with the 
noter. Jean, like many older Appalachian mountain players, 
doesn’t use an electronic tuner but goes for string tension and 
desired pitch for the voice. She plays in a three-string config- 
uration, fretting the double melody strings with the noter and

letting the other two strings drone. Tune the bass string of 
your dulcimer to D below middle C or a desired pitch. Match 
the bass string at the fourth fret to the middle string (A note). 
Then match the bass string at 3rd fret to the melody strings 
(G note). You will notice that the melody strings are pitched 
lower than the middle string. This is one of the aspects of this 
tuning that I like most. 

I have a theory that playing with a noter has been left 
behind in the contemporary dulcimer world because it appears 
to be “too easy” and at times dissonant. The drone sounds 
strange to some ears, even “wrong” at times because of the 
dissonance, but that actually draws me to the sound. I love to 
creep to the edge of dissonance which I believe is part of the 
powerful and ancient emotional impact of mountain music.

In downtown Shipshewana, in the heart of Amish Country! 
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and in their absence one-and-a-half tone gaps are created. In 
this pentatonic melody, written here in the key of D minor 
Dorian, there is no E note (“re”) or B note (“la”). The sixth 
tone, “la,” in this scale is one of the defining tones that tell us 
the type of minor mode: Aeolian (B flat) or Dorian (B natu- 
ral). Since that note doesn’t appear in the song, we never really 
know. If I noodle around and do some ornamentation to 
include the note, I lean towards playing the B natural, which 
would make the song Dorian. 

If you are going to play regularly in D-A-G, you might want 
to consider using heavier gauge strings for your melody strings 
since tuning all the way down to G below the A-note makes 
the strings floppy-sounding. Try using 14-gauge strings. 

I hope “Over the River to Feed My Sheep” gives you the 
powerful sense of connection to the distant past that I so love 
about traditional folk music. 


Aubrey Atwater performs and teaches throughout the United

To play with a noter, get yourself a three-inch, dowel-like 
piece of wood, either round or flat. To fret, press firmly on top 
with your left thumb (assuming you are playing in a right- 
handed position) and allow your index finger, which is under- 
neath the stick, to glide along, flush against the side of the 
fretboard. You rarely lift the noter off the strings, except of 
course, to play open strings. I encourage players to go beyond 
the first appearances of this simple-looking tab. Using a basic 
1, 2+ strum pattern, which you will at times vary, try sliding 


into notes and syncopating the melody on both dulcimer and Handcrafted Instruments 
vocals.

A Beautiful Scheitholt & A Rare Kratz-Zither 


Two readers have recently led me to two wonderful old 
instruments and to their owners. It turns that both instru- 
ments have had adventures that include Western traveling. 
The scheitholt apparently did some homesteading in North 
Dakota, Laura Ingalls style, and the kratz-zither did some 
pioneering in Oklahoma! 


The Landes/Grove Scheitholt 

A few months ago, Janita Baker, who, with her husband, 
Robert, lives in Santa Margarita, California, where they make 
Blue Lion Dulcimers, sent me an email with jpeg attachments 
showing an outstandingly beautiful scheitholt. Three of the 
photos accompany this article. 

“I’m sending you some photos of an instrument that came 
into our shop yesterday for a repair,” she wrote. “The owner, 
Robert Grove, got it from his father who got it from his 
father. There is no label inside; on the back of the instru- 
ment, still faintly legible, is a handwritten label that says: 


“Dulcimer was in my home as far back as I remember 
before 1900” 


Janita put me in touch with Robert, who lives about twenty 
miles from Bob and Janita. He provided me with the fascinat- 
ing tale that follows. 

“Everything I know about it [the scheitholt] isn’t much, 
I’m afraid. But the history is solid back to my great grandma, 
Nanny C. Landes, born near Harrisonburg, Virginia, in the 
mid-1800’s. My uncle thought it was made for the wedding of 
Nanny’s father, John (or possibly Daniel) Landes. If so, that 
would be in the mid 1800’s. The Landes’ came to the Shenan- 
doah Valley from eastern Pennsylvania, as I understand it, 
most likely in the early 1800’s. 

“Nanny married Mose Wenger from the same area and 
they had a daughter, Emma, born in 1885. Emma married 
Isaac E. Grove, my grandfather, who was born in the area 
between Staunton and Harrisonburg, Virginia. The Groves 
had come from Lancaster, Pennsylvania to the Shenandoah 
Valley (Augusta County) earlier. There is evidence that 
Martin Grove bought land near New Hope, Virginia in 1793. 
Martin Grove was the great grandfather of Isaac E. Grove. 

“Once married, Isaac and Emma homesteaded in North 
Dakota for five years, starting in 1908. They then moved back 
to Virginia, where they bought a farm near Lyndhurst. During 
their stay in North Dakota, grandma Nanny also came out to 
homestead an adjacent section of land, which Isaac farmed. It 
is likely the scheitholt was in North Dakota during that time. 

“The scheitholt was passed down through Emma to my 
father, Irvin E. Grove, born on the farm near Lyndhurst in

1914. He married Mary Hertzler, from Newport News, and 
bought a farm near Stuart’s Draft, Virginia, where I was born 
in 1948. From the time I was little, I can remember my mom 
picking and singing songs on the “dulcimer” as she called it. 
“There is a handwritten message on the back, which, 
because it was fading away, my dad rewrote on paper which 
he glued to the back of the instrument....1 don’t know who 
wrote the message; it may have been my Dad’s oldest sister.” 
Bob supplied the following dimensions: 


Overall length: 37% inches 

Body Height: 3 inches 

Body Width: 3 inches 

Vibrating string length: 27% inches 


“The top and bottom strings are the same length,” he 
wrote. “The middle string is 28 inches from nut to lower 
bridge.” 


A Kratz-Zither That Went Pioneering 

Soon after Janita contacted me about the scheitholt, DPN 
reader Paul Bostick of Stillwater, Oklahoma, sent me a mes- 
sage that read in part, “I was recently in Ponca City, Okla- 
homa, visiting the Pioneer Woman Museum [of the 
Oklahoma Historical Society], and saw what was described as 
a pre-Civil War dulcimer. The melody string side is straight 
with the sound box curving out. It looks like an elongated “D’ 
when viewed from the top. The string arrangement is one 
that I have not seen before. It has three melody strings close 
together with staples under the strings for frets. Two bass 
strings are separated from the melody strings by at least a 1.5 
to 2 inch space, no frets under the bass strings.” 

The museum’s information on the instrument is as follows: 


@ The instrument was donated in 1964 by Mrs. W. E. Cullen 
of Ponca City. 


H It was brought to Oklahoma by the great-grandfather of 
W. E. Cullen, whose grandfather made the instrument in 
Marion, Kentucky, before the Civil War. 


Paul put me in touch with Valerie Haynes, Director of the 
Museum, who kindly took the three pictures shown here. She 
also provided the dimensions: 


Length: 33% inches. 
Height of body: 2% inches 
Width at widest point: 5% inches 


This instrument is of a type that is rare in America: a 
cousin of the standard straight-sided scheitholt with a curve 
or bulge on the side facing away from the player. I once saw 
such an instrument illustrated in a book about European 
musical instruments, with a caption that called it a “kratz- 


zither.” I don’t know if this is an accurate name for this type 
of instrument, but I have adopted it because it is useful to 
have a descriptive term of some kind! 

The bulge on the right-hand side of these instruments 
sometimes forms a semi-circle, and sometimes flows smooth- 
ly in an outward curve. The collection of the late Anne 
Grimes, which was acquired by the Smithsonian Institution, 
includes an instrument of the latter type. The instrument is 
shown here. I took a picture of it when I visited Anne some 
twenty years ago. However, the instrument in the Woman’s 
Museum is the only one I have ever seen in which the bulge 
forms a continuous curve from the foot to the peghead. 

Both of these instruments are historically important finds. 
Step by step, we are uncovering the buried history of the dul- 
cimer and its ancestors. Please keep those emails coming!

Getting More From Your 
Dulcimer Lessons 


e all have a lot to learn! And we all have a lot to learn 

about learning! In past DPNs I’ve written about getting 

more from your practicing, an activity without which 

music lessons don’t make a lot of sense. Practicing is 
about you, your time, and how you spend it. Working with a 
teacher, on the other hand, is an interactive experience and 
relationship, the success of which is dependent upon the hon- 
est exchange between teacher and student. I feel qualified to 
write something about music lessons since I’ve been (and still 
am) both a music student and teacher. 

I, too, play it “perfectly” at home. I, too, struggle to make 
practicing the true priority that it is. I, too, get confused and 
feel overwhelmed by all the myriad issues that exist on the 
road toward improving my musicianship. I’ve been there, I’m 
still there, and I appreciate the challenges that teaching and 
learning constantly present to me. Studying music is an 
incredible luxury and investment, and the more you put into 
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it the more you get out of it. Following are some ideas that 
have worked for me and for my students. 

The first step in getting more from your lessons is to estab- 
lish your long- and short-term goals. Decide what they are 
and write them down. Create a realistic timeline that might 
help you to understand how long it will take you to reach 
your goals considering the time you have to devote to your 
music. Check in with your goals every so often to see how 
you're doing with regard to meeting them. Short-term goals 
might include learning a particular tune or arrangement, or 
mastering a piece that you’ve been struggling with. Long- 
term goals could include enhancing your musicality, learning 
more about music theory and chords, learning a really diffi- 
cult piece, learning to play back-up, or honing your perform- 
ance skills. 

Knowing what you want to achieve can streamline the 
process of learning and can help your teacher determine how 
to help you to meet your goals. Clearly spelling out your goals 
makes it that much easier for both you and your teacher. In 
addition, an understanding of your goals can steer you toward 
a particular teacher who might be especially comfortable in 
those areas you want to focus on. Unfortunately, where you 
live is often the greatest determiner of the kind of dulcimer 
lessons you can get, since both mountain and hammered

dulcimer teachers are plentiful in some areas, scarce in oth- 
ers. You're lucky if you have teachers within a reasonable 
driving distance, and you’re blessed if you have a choice of 
teachers. Regardless, the more clear you can be about what 
you want, the greater the chances that your teacher can help 
you meet your goals. As I’ve written in previous articles, prac- 
tice does not make perfect. I know that personally and pro- 
fessionally. 

Perfection is not a reasonable or rational goal, so we’re safe 
from that myth. At the same time, practicing makes music les- 
sons really worthwhile. Of course you can discuss things, 
understand them, be able to articulate them, and feel good 
about learning them, but it’s not until you put things into prac- 
tice that you truly come to know them. Practice takes ideas and 
concepts and turns them into real understanding. There’s not a 
lot of forward movement without some consistent practicing. 
It’s sort of like dieting; you can cheat a little sometimes, but 
when you do it too much you lose goals instead of weight! Play 
music you love. If you don’t, you won’t be as motivated to play 
or practice and it defeats the purpose of studying dulcimer. 
There is so much music to choose from that it can be incredibly 
exciting when it comes to choosing what repertoire you want to 
learn next. 

Listen to your teacher, and do your homework. Ask ques- 
tions when there’s something you don’t understand. Keep a 
notebook with both your assignments and your practice log. If 
your teacher is willing, use him or her as a resource outside 
your lesson time through email or telephone. Organize your 
written music for ease of use when you practice. Make sure you 
have enough time to practice between lessons and go to your 
scheduled lessons whether or not you've had a chance to prac- 
tice (unless this becomes habitual and needs to be addressed). 

Try to take lessons on a regular schedule—weekly or 
biweekly, for example. Take good notes during your lesson. 
There’s no way you can remember it all if you don’t write it 
down. If you have time to use it when you return home, record 
the lesson or even videotape if your teacher is comfortable 
with that. Get a good night’s sleep after a lesson. Research 
shows that we learn more effectively when we can “sleep on it” 
afterward. Our brains continue to work on what we're trying to 
learn even after a lesson, and they apparently do it better while 
we're sleeping. The late Victor Borge, musician, comedian, and 
visionary, said that he actually learned to speak Japanese by lis- 
tening to tapes while he slept. His only problem was that he 
could only speak Japanese in his sleep! 

Don’t confess your sins to your teacher! Try to start your 
lessons off with reports of your progress and don’t focus on all 
the things you didn’t get to do. You're not expected to be per- 
fect. Focusing on the positive keeps everything constructive 
and affirmative, and these are much better conditions in which 
to learn. Offer your teachers feedback; tell them what’s work- 
ing and how they’re doing with regard to meeting your goals. 
Ask your teacher for feedback about your progress. Find out 
what you might be doing to enhance your learning experience. 
Together, teacher and student form a working relationship 
that is fueled and fed by effective communication. 
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Arrive at your lesson on time (if not early) to get your 
money’s worth, and make sure your dulcimer is in tune and 
ready for action. If you can’t find the right (or any) dulcimer 
teacher near you, consider finding a local music teacher who 
might be willing to work with you. A good piano or guitar 
teacher could be incredibly helpful on many levels and with 
many issues of your music. Any music learning will help your 
playing in some ways, even if you’re not learning directly on a 
dulcimer. 

When it comes to music learning, just say yes! Go to festi- 
vals, take workshops, go to concerts, go to jam sessions, listen 
closely to other musicians, get actively involved in a dulcimer 
club, and perform. But, when it comes to learning music and 
becoming a more capable and fulfilled musician, there’s noth- 
ing like working with the right teacher and, of course, practic- 
ing effectively.
